MAYOR-ELECT McNAMARA 
CONFERS WITH OFFICIALS

| Street Railway Will Spend Not 


More Than $50,000 
Next Season, 


The estimates submitted by the nu- 
}merous departments of the city for the 
| year 1914 were the leading subject of 
| discussion at a meeting of the commis- 
| sioners held yesterday afternoon, at 
which mayor-clect W. J. McNamara 
war present. ‘This is the new mayor's 
first attempt to get from the publie 
servants in an official way a line on 
what is being done. 

Somewhat of a surprise was noted 
when the officials discovered that 
something over $5,500,000 will be re- 
quired for capital account next year, 
and this amount, added to the $1,500,- 
000 unsold this year, will xive the new 
council seme financing if the plans 
fare to be carried out In full. 

The biggest ovtlay will be in trunk 
and lateral sewers to extend the pre- 
{sent system, most of this amount be- 
linge required on the south side. Up- 
wards of $1,000,000 will be needed to 
} curry out the sewer program as plan- 
} ned. 

While a large amount will eneces- 
sarily be required for paving, it {s not 
| the intention of the city to do as much 
jas has been done during 1913. Over 
29 miles have been completed this year 
jand next year's program will not ex- 
ceed 15 miles, In concrete walk con- 
struction it is proposed to lay about 
the same amount as has been put down 
during the present year, or about 15 
miles, 

The capital expenditure of the street 
| railway department this year has been 
so very heavy that very little will be 
done next year. Not over $50,000 will 
be spent on capital account as com- 
pared with something like $1,500,000 
during the present year, 

That a continuous supply of light 
and power may be guaranteed to the 
citizens next full and winter it will 
be necessary for the clty to spend over 
$500,000 on the extension of the power- 
| house. The present building is now 
full of generating machinery, and it 
will be necessary to erect a new build- 
ing and equip it with one or two units. 
The building will be designed ta take 
care of quite a number of units as the 
demand requires from time to time. 

The electric light and telephone de-« 
partments will not require quite as 
much for capltal expenditure as this 
year, but both departments will ex- 
} tend where necessary the system and 
{make provision in the estimates for 
| these extensions.

Conditions disclosed by the commis- 
sion’s investigations 7of failroad accid- 
ents during the year present a situation 
which, the commission beliéves, ought 
to be the subject of -immediate legis- 
lation,’ Seventy-six ‘accidents investl- 
grated comprised 51 collisions and 25 de- 
railments and caused. the death of 283 
and the injury of 1,870 persons. Com- 
menting upon this faets, the report

“These errors are exictly the ones 


which figure in the case of train acci- 


rowing results points inevitably to the 
truth’ of{ono or the “other ‘of \the fol- 
lowing alternatives: Pither a gréat ma- 
jority of these;deplorable railroad dis- 
asters are unavoidable or there exists 
a widespread lack of intelligent and 
well-directea effect to ' minimize the 
mistakes of employees in the operation 
of trains. It is not believed that all 
these accijents, which are caused by 
the mistakes of employees are unavold- 
able, It is quite true that man is prone 
to error, end as long ds absolute re- 
Hance is placed upon the human ele- 
ment in the operation of trains acci- 
dents are bound to occur, but unless 
{t can be shown that all reasonable, and 
proper measures have been taken for its 
prevention, no accident can be classed 
as unavoidable. : 

“In all of the mistakes noted above 
are violations of simple rules. which 
should have been easily understood by 
men of sufficient intelligence to be 
entrusted with the operation of trains. 
The evidence {is that in the main, the 
rules are understood but they are hab- 
itually violated by employees, who are 
charged with responsibility for the safe 
movement of trains. The evidence also, 
{s that in many cases operating offi- 
clals are cognizant of this habitual dis- 
regard of rules and ne proper Steps are 
taken to correct the evil. Many oper- 
ating officials seem to proceed upon 
the theory that their responsibility 
ends with the promulgamation of rules, 
apparently overlooking the fact that 
no matter how inherently good a rule 
may be, it is of no force unless It fs 
obeyed. On very many railroads, thera 
is Ittle or no system of inspection or 
supervision of the work of train service 
employees so far as pertains to those 
matters which are vitally affecting 
safety. Imployees are not examined 
on the operating regulations except at 
the time of thelr promotion, and only 
the most perfunctory efforts are made 
to determine their fitness to perform 


“This lack of supervision and_ in- 
spection with respect to matters affect- 
ing the safety of trains is unexplainable 
when the careful supervision of all 
matters directly affecting the revenue 
of the roads is considered. The audit-

“The robbers broke into our mission 
compound early on the morning of 
september 26, They were dressed In 
silks and satins and had silk girdles 
hanging to the ground, Hach carried

and demanded silver money and other 
valuables, and that we give them our 
suns an@ revolvers. Mr, Holm had no 
weapons and T had only one revolver, 
which I gave up. 

“Then they took Mr, Elolm = captive 
aud went away with him Later 5 
» 20 more bandits appeared, demand- 
ine silver, and,- because we did not 
have any, took me prisoner, They de- 
manded 20 rifles of me but of course 
« had none. Then they insisted that 
} manufacture rifles, as I was a for- 
ciener, and therefore able to do so. 

“On the 27th the robbers allowed me 
io go back to the mission station to 
cpcure food for my wife and children, 
but upon arrival at the station I could 
find no trace of my family. 1 did, how- 
cyer, meet Mr, Holm, who also had se- 
cured permission from his captors to 
return and look after his family. 

‘verything in the mission had 
been destroyed, and all food, clothing 
and movables, had. been stolen. 

“Mr, Holm’ and I went) into the 
etreets to try to find our families, but 
ou search was truitless. 

“At this time the Chinese troops 
whieh had arrived at Tsaoyang, 
started to attack the robbers by firing 
from outside the city: walls. The shots 
whistled through the streets in which 
we were, spattering up against the 
luildings. This alarmed the robbers 
who immediately started for another 
pert of the city. We took advantage of 
the opportunity to make our escape, 
and fled to an old Chinese house which 
nf that moment was vacant. 

“We ran into a side room and hid

agriculture for the benefit of manufacturers ? This is the crux 
of the question put up to the government in Ottawa by due 
delegates representing the Dominion Council of Agriculture, 
and they supplement this question by asking how the con- 
dition of either the farmer or the industrial mechanic 1s to be 
improved by another tax laid upon the mechanic m order to 
secure prices for the farmer. . i 
Herein lies exposed the vicious circle of protection. I he 
farmer, when he buys a binder or any other piece of agricul- 
tural machinery pays the tariff thereon, whether it happens | 
{o be one of the four machines made in Canada, or the fifth 
machine which. is imported. In paying the tax he is told: 


that inasmuch as four-fifths of the machines are made in} 


Canada, the protectionist policy affords him a home market, | 
and that the protection which makes machinery cost him more 
preserves this market especiaily for his exploitation, But he 
has already paid for the home market in the increased cost 
of the machinery necessary in the production of the farm 
products the farmer has to sellewel ise by; protection, he could 
compel the mechanics who made the binder to pay a higher 
price for the food the farmer has to sell, the farmer, having 
heen forced into the position where production costs him 
more, is benefited none whatever in the higher prices, and the 
mechanic gets no benefit from the higher price for binders as 
any share which may accrue to him as a mechanic and a maker 
of bindess is already discounted in the higher price he has to 
pay for food.
